A parental workshop offer¬ 
ing information on what teen¬ 
agers really want to know 
about sex is slated for May 9 at 
Romulus High School. 

Anne Schenk of the Ro¬ 
mulus Adolescent Health Cen¬ 
ter revealed the evening 
program is an outgrowth of the 
current student peer program 
Students Talk on Pregnancy 
Prevention. 

STOPP is an effort in which 
trained high school students 
talk to middle and high school 
peers on how to avoid sexual 
•pressures that lead to preg¬ 
nancy and/or AIDS. 

Since parents need to de¬ 
velop an early conversational 
style with children in regard to 
sex, Schenk said, STOPP has 
invited Dr. Sylvia Hacker, an 
author and consultant in the 
Field of human sexuality, to 
speak to local parents. 

Hacker will give a brief talk 
on teen sex communication 
needs and will set aside most 
of the time that evening for 
questions and answers from 
and to the parents. 

Author of the 1993 book 
What Every Teenager BE ALLY 
Wants to Know about Sex: With 
the Startling New Information 
Parent Should Read, Hacker 
also offers a bi-monthly ques¬ 
tion and answer column enti¬ 
tled Let’s Talk About Sex. 

Her most rece.nt research 
efforts are on the subject of 
'•'the affects of sexual assault 
on relationships.” 

The workshop will be con¬ 
ducted from 7 to 8:30 p.m. in 
Room 500B (near the audi¬ 
torium in the high school). 

The “Talking to Children 
about Sex” workshop will 
focus on three questions, 
Schenk said: What do kids 
want to know? What do they 
need to know? When do they 
need to know it? 

Hacker will offer major in¬ 
formation on how to keep your 
children from becoming preg¬ 
nant or from contracting AIDS. 

Schenk said there is no cost 
or registration to take part in 
the workshop.

With the hastily arranged 
1996 Greater Romulus Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce Carnival 
only a week from opening, 
Kristine DeTroyer, carnival or¬ 
ganizer, is urging potential pa¬ 
rade participants to sign up 
early next week. 

The carnival slated to open 
May 9 replaces the former Ro¬ 
mulus (Michigan Week) Festi¬ 
val that was conducted for 
about a decade by a volunteer 
city committee. 

Last year’s festival was can¬ 
celled when the committee 
was notified shortly before the 
festival’s start-up date, that the 
amusement ride company 
would not honor the fifth year 
of its five-year-pact. 

The city was thus forced to 
set up a Hometown Celebra¬ 
tion over the July 4th weekend 
period to mark its 25th anni¬ 
versary of becoming a city. A 
similar holiday weekend is be¬ 
ing planned this year by the 
city’s Parks and Recreation 
Department, along with the 
city’s annual fireworks exhibi¬ 
tion. 

But the chamber carnival 
will begin next Thursday on 
the Romulus school property 
behind the Recreation Build¬ 
ing off Olive Street and bet¬ 
ween Goddard and Grant 
roads. That site has been used 
in the past for city festivals 
and circus presentations. 

The Thursday carnival pe¬ 
riod (5 p.m. to closing) has also 
been designated as a “Special 
Day” so that those area resi¬ 
dents and visitors, who have 
special physical needs, can be 
serviced. That time period was 
selected since it is expected to 
be the lightest attended, a 
spokesperson said. 

Mayor William Oakley has 
been designated the Carnival 
Parade Grand Marshall. 

DeTroyer said the parade 
will begin about 6 p.m. Friday 
at Romulus City Hall and then 
travel west on Goddard Road 
into downtown district. A re¬ 
viewing stand will be located 
Goddard near Shook (near IGA 
store), where the judges will 
be seated. Ribbon cutting cer¬ 
emonies will take place down¬ 
town. 

The parade entries include 
Capt. Wayne (official mascot of 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport), 
city police and fire vehicles.

Brian Oakley and a large City 
Environmental Co. truck that 
will be occupied by company 
personnel, who will distribute 
specially designed candy pack¬ 
ages. 

Police Lt. Eric Painter said 
that McGruff the crime fighting 
dog, Romulus police officers 
on special mountain bikes and 
Wayne County Sheriffs depu¬ 
ties on horseback also are ex¬ 
pected to take part in the 
parade if weather permits. 

The carnival will officially 
open following the parade 
with amusement rides pro¬ 
vided by Crown Amusements, 
the same company that has 
successfully serviced the an¬ 
nual nearby Belleville Straw¬ 
berry Festival. 

Crown Amusements also 
will provide a number of mid¬ 
way games and food conces¬ 
sions, DeTroyer said. 

Area groups and the City 
Parks and Recreation Depart¬ 
ment also will offer other 
games and eating specialties. 

Picnic tables will also be set 
up near the carnival grounds 
for those residents who want 
to bring their own food, De¬ 
Troyer said. 

Romulus residents also will 
be mailed a carnival publica¬ 
tion that will include an offer 
to purchase $10 tickets for $8 
that can be used for various 
time periods during the week¬ 
end. 

A poster contest is also be¬ 
ing conducted by the chamber 
in area schools through which 
students can earn free amuse¬ 
ment ride tickets. 

Posters must be turned in 
by Monday to be considered 
for the 36 free tickets, De¬ 
Troyer said. 

Free childrens’ games also 
are being sponsored by the 
city’s Recreation Department 
and will be conducted from 
noon to 3 p.m.

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Resident fears conditions in LeMoyne Gardens

While some areas of Inkster 
are experiencing a boom - re¬ 
ferred to as a Renaissance by 
some business leaders - drugs 
and the accompanying crimi¬ 
nal activity continue to plague 
other areas. 

A resident of the LeMoyne 
Gardens housing project has 
pleaded for help in several 
anonymous letters to the Inks¬ 
ter Ledger-Star, fearing retalia¬ 
tion if his name is revealed. 

Because of newspaper pol¬ 
icy, his unsigned letters were 
not published until now. Ex¬ 
cerpts from the. latest letter 
are being printed because 
Michigan Community News¬ 
papers plans to launch a series, 
titled “LeMoyne Gardens: The 
good, the bad, the ugly,” to ex¬ 
plore the problems in the 
housing project. 

His latest letter, addressed 


to the attention of the manag¬ 
ing editor, said: “I’m writing 
this letter to the mayor and 
sending a copy to the paper. I 
am a concerned citizen within 
the city of Inkster. 

“In the LeMoyne Garden Es¬ 
tates, conditions within the es¬ 
tate are decaying. To me, it 
looks pretty nasty. It needs the 
involvement of residents and 
the council to clean it up be¬ 
fore the situation gets out of 
hand. 

“I’d like to remain anony¬ 
mous at this time. Come out 
and see the area for yourself,” 
he wrote. 

In his message to the mayor, 
he asks that Mayor Edward Bi¬ 
vens Jr. and the Inkster City 
Council come together with 
the Inkster Housing Commis¬ 
sion “to have something done 
to control drug trafficking and 
distribution. 

“LeMoyne Gardens have be¬ 
come a bad place and, as I see

it, things are going down, in¬ 
stead of moving up. Drug sales 
and distribution are still going 
on in the estates. The appear¬ 
ance of the neighborhood is 
going down,” he wrote. “It 
seems as though the destroyer 
has destroyed the beautifica¬ 
tion of the estate. No body 
wants to get involved, but a few 
people to make a change.” 

He suggests that those who 
make the rules and regula¬ 
tions for the housing complex 
i follow up on the violations 


within their lease agreement. 

“I thought when I moved in 
12 years ago, that it was all 
right. Over the years, some 
things have changed, but not 
much. The beautification of 
the neighborhood has gone 
down. There’s trash and debris 
along side the walks. It’s very 
disgusting. 

“I do the best I can to keep 
up my property while I’m here. 
It’s sad when you have drug 
pushers going across your 
lawn to sell drugs to your 


neighbors and being disre¬ 
spectful,” he wrote. 

I’ve reported on some occa¬ 
sions to the Inkster Police De¬ 
partment and also to the 
Inkster Housing manager, 
where I had to leave a message 
on the answering service,” ac¬ 
cording to the resident 

He said there are violations 
of the lease agreements. For 
example, a family of eight are 
living in a handicap unit for 
one. 

“Drug sales and distribu¬ 
tion of drugs are prevalent and 
the housing commission knows 
about it - and who some of the 
people are,” he wrote. “But, 
nobody seems to do anything. 
Everyone seems to want to 
keep things under cover. Trou¬ 
ble is everywhere. 

“But if everyone pulled to¬ 
gether to rid the neighbor¬ 
hoods of the bad guys and pro¬ 
mote growth and unity within 
the city limits, Inkster would 


be more prosperous,” he 
wrote. 

In closing, the letter writer 
asked for the mayor’s help, say¬ 
ing, “Take a stand. Do work for 
the Lord. He’ll see you 
through. Amen.”

Hate symbols plastered on doors of black church

When the Rev. Virgil Humes 
arrived at the New Hope Mis¬ 
sionary Baptist Church at 10 
a.m. Tuesday, he noticed gar¬ 
bage strewn about the yard 
surrounding the church. As he 
came to the back entrance, 
Humes realized the debris had 
been placed there 
deliberately. 

The two doors were almost 
totally covered with stickers 
which had hate messages on 
them. “In the last couple of 
months, I have received a nu¬ 
mber of hate phone calls 
aimed against blacks,” said the 
pastor, who is African-Ameri¬ 
can. “I haven’t paid much at¬ 
tention to them until this 
morning.” 

Pastor Humes said most of 
the callers have sounded like 
adults. “The last voice I heard 
certainly sounded like an 
adult.” 

The Wayne church has been 
there since 1973. This isn’t the 
first time a racially-motivated

crime has taken place at the 
church, but, he said, “I hope 
this is the last.” In the late 
1970s, there was a cross burn¬ 
ing. According to the pastor, 
the flames were extinguished, 
and the cross taken away be¬ 
fore most of the congregation 
had arrived at the church. 

Although the church is pre¬ 
dominantly made up of Afri¬ 
can-Americans, Humes said 
there are five to 10 white mem¬ 
bers in the congregation. 

“I just wish people could be 
color blind,” Pastor Humes 
said. “And treat each other 
with civility. Help the poor 
people and each other instead 
of preying on others, espe¬ 
cially the church. With all of 
the church-burnings in the 
South, I hope this is not a pre¬ 
cursor of things to come. Life is 
so much better when peo ple 
get along.”

Although Pastor Humes 
said he would definitely be 
taking the stickers off the door, 
he said he was filled with an¬ 
ger when he first saw them. “I 
was angry, yet not discouraged 
from doing the things we’ve 
been doing. Our church is very 
active in the community.” 

The Wayne Police were 
called to examine the graffiti 
and stickers. The officers took 
a few of the stickers, and told 
Humes they would call him if 
they found anything. 

4 “These individuals must be 
filled with hatred, especially 
since they don’t know us,” 
Humes said. “We would like to 
change that, and fill them with 
hope.” 

The minister observed his 
sixth anniversary at the 
church on Sunday with guest 
speakers and fellowship. 

Humes, who is active in 
civic endeavors, has served as 
a mentor for the Romulus and 
Wayne-Westland school dis¬ 
tricts and as a pastoral care 
volunteer for Community Hos¬ 
pice Service.

Airport funding deal n£ar

The long sought agreement 
on funding for a massive new 
Detroit Metro Airport terminal 
could be reached in a matter 
of days, Deputy Wayne County 
Executive Michael Duggan 
predicted Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. 

A Tuesday-Wednesday visit 
by U.S. Transportation Secre¬ 
tary Federico Pena helped so¬ 
lidify the need for the modem 
new terminal at the 13th busi¬ 
est airport, Duggan said, as 
well as President Clinton’s 
commitment to the airport 
growth project. 

While Duggan remains 
closed-mouth about the scope 
of the negotiations between 
Wayne County and Northwest 
Airlines, he felt talks held on 
several levels on Tuesday 
would break some longjams on 
the terminal talks. 

Several predicted settle¬ 
ment dates provided earlier by 
County Executive Edward 
McNamara never mate¬ 
rialized, critics complain. 

When asked if the agree¬ 
ment would definitely be ac¬ 
complished this summer, 
Duggan said,, “we’re talking 
about days on the settlement 
and then I would expect a pub¬ 
lic announcement to follow 
soon.” 

Pena re-pledged the $150 
million federal grant figure 
first mentioned by President 
Clinton while he was on a cam¬ 
paign swing in Michigan in 
March. 

He then added a second $6.9 
million grant for the airport to 
use for noise mitigation pur¬ 
poses and for the construction 
of an airport fire training facil¬ 
ity. 

Duggan refuted published 
reports that the $6.9 million 
grant was contingent upon a 
signed Wayne County- 
Northwest pact on the termi¬ 
nal. For all purposes, Duggan 
said, the grant that includes $5 
million for noise mitigation 
purposes is already here. 

Wayne County Commis¬ 
sioner Bruce Patterson (R- 
Canton), a member of the com¬ 
mission’s airport oversight 
committee, revealed Wednes-

day that he was cautiously op¬ 
timistic about any new money 
provided for noise mitigation. 

“I wasn’t aware that such 
noise mitigation grant plans 
were even being discussed in 
Washington, so it definitely is 
news to me. I have no seat at 
the (negotiation) table, so 
much of what I learn about the 
county’s noise mitigation ef¬ 
forts I get from members of the 
press rather than the third 
floor” (McNamara’s office in 
the county building). 

While Duggan admitted the 
$150 million federal grant was 
not to be used directly for the 
new terminal, it would be put 
into the $1.5 billion airport up¬ 
grade proposal. 

According to June West, 
McNamara’s press secretary, 
$5 million of that second grant 
would go to noise mitigation 
efforts and $1.5 to the training 
site. 

The $150 million funding 
project reportedly will need 
congressional approval, but 
according to Pena would lead 
to the creation of 30,000 jobs, 
generate economic benefits 
for the entire region” and help 
Metro Airport become a world- 
class airport. 

“This project makes sense 
for southeast Michigan and the 
whole country,” Pena said. 

The continual growth of 
Metro Airport has caused a 
love-hate relationship bet¬ 
ween McNamara’s office, Ro¬ 
mulus city officials and 
western Wayne County resi¬ 
dents. 

West feels that the 
McNamara team has worked 
diligently on land purchase 
agreements in Romulus and 
noise mitigation efforts in Ro¬ 
mulus, Huron Township and 
other affected communities. 


Patterson however has con- 
tinually been prodding 
McNamara and airport growth 
officials to speed up their ef¬ 
forts so that area homeowners 
and business representatives 
can “get on with their lives.” 

Romulus officials in both 
the administrations of Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and Mayor 
• William Oakley have chided 
Wayne County for not fulfilling 
the land trade for the city’s De¬ 
partment of Public Works 
building on Goddard Road. 

McAnally, while still in of¬ 
fice, said “the Salvation Army 
is almost ready to move into 
their new center and we ha¬ 
ven’t even had a serious nego¬ 
tiation on our DPW land 
trade.” 

Wayne County has pur¬ 
chased the old Salvation Army 
Adult Rehabilitation Center 
on Goddard Road, but the 
DPW building and one or more 
commercial businesses still 
have not been bought by the 
county.

Westland rental community offers 
unique housing opportunity 


Oak Village, a private rental 
community of 315 duplex 
ranch homes built in the 
mid-1950s in the city of West- 
land, was once known as a 
“nice place to live.” However, 
by the late 1980s the commu¬ 
nity’s value had depreciated 
due to a lack of proper mainte¬ 
nance and poor tenant screen¬ 
ing. It soon developed a bad 
reputation within the 
community. 

The downward spiral of Oak 
Village continued until Febru¬ 
ary of 1995 when it was pur¬ 
chased by Certified Realty of 
Farmington Hills. New owners 
Ron Boraks and Ron Abrams, 
owners of Certified, saw value 
in Oak Village and developed 
a two-year plan to return it to 
the desirable community it 
had been years earlier. The 
plan includes updating and 
improving the interiors of each 
home and extensive new land- 
scaping for the whole 
community.

The task of turning Oak Vil¬ 
lage around meant not only up¬ 
dating the appearance of each 
unit but the tenant list as well. 
Certified Realty started the 
process by doing away with 
month-to-month leasing, and 
establishing a six-month to one 
year lease program. Many 
problem tenants weren’t of¬ 
fered new leases. Remodeled 
units have all new appliances, 
flooring, carpeting, professio¬ 
nal paint jobs and more. 

“We currently have about 60 
percent occupancy, but we 


would rather have a short term 
vacancy problem then keep 
the type of tenant that drag~ 
the whole community down,” 
said Boraks. “Our long term 
goal is to return Oak Village to 
a nice place to live. Twenty 
percent of the vacant units are 
now remodeled and ready for 
occupancy.” 

Oak Village is a mix of sin¬ 
gles, couples, seniors and fam¬ 
ilies, mostly blue collar. Each 
two-bedroom brick ranch has a 
four person maximum occu¬ 
pancy and all indoor/outdoor 
maintenance is included in 
the rent. 

“I like having the amenities 
of a house but without having 
to do any of the maintenance 
myself. There’s plenty of space 
for one person or a small fam¬ 
ily. Plus, the office staff always 
treats me like I’m special,” 
said Gary Burton of Westland.

The annual Muscular Dys¬ 
trophy Association Lock-up 
went well as “prisoners” 
raised more than $6,000.

“It went well,” said 
Wheland. “We doubled what 
we collected last year in 
Wayne so it was a nice thing.” 

Prisoners were sent pledge 
sheets weeks prior to the lock¬ 
up and were only kept at the 
community center for an hour 
as they made last minute at¬ 
tempts to fill up their pledge 
sheets. 

Captain Nemo’s Sub, Sub¬ 
way, Bee Jay’s Kitchen, Dawn 
Donuts, and Food Basket Mar¬ 
kets helped make the day go 
smoothly with their donations 
of food for the prisoners and 
Cellular One donated all mo¬ 
bile phones and air time for 
the event. 

“We couldn’t have done it 
without them,” said Wheland. 

All money raised by MDA 
goes towards physical therapy 
sessions, wheelchairs, special 
camps and other medical 
needs as well as funding for 
research.

In¬ 
deed, the Democratic Leader¬ 
ship council (a “New Democrat” 
think tank organization that 
counts President Clinton among 
its former leaders) recently re¬ 
leased a report saying that rais¬ 
ing the minimum wage is not an 
answer to helping low-wage

Americans. 

However, if one requires tan¬ 
gible evidence of how govern¬ 
ment tinkering with wages and 
prices has a detrimental effect 
on low-income Americans, poor 
families, small- and minority- 
owned businesses, thev need 
look no further than another gov¬ 
ernment mandated minimum 
wage: the Davis-Bacon Act, or as 
it is more commonly referenced, 
the federal prevailing wage laws. 
Prevailing wage laws act as a 
“super minimum wage,” which 
requires government contrac¬ 
tors to pay administratively-de¬ 
termined wages and fringe bene¬ 
fits on public works projects 
where federal money is in¬ 
volved. “Administratively-deter¬ 
mined" wages mean that the re¬ 
quired minimum wage on public 
works projects is calculated by 
the U.S. Department of Labor, 
which issues pay scales for each 
job classification in a county. 
Most of the time, these scales re¬ 
flect union wages and benefits 
rather than the local market "go¬ 
ing rate.” Many states, Michigan 
among them, also have prevail¬ 
ing wage laws that impose the 
same requirements for projects 
involving state money. 

Given the rhetoric offered by 
those supporting a raise in the 
minimum wage, one would logi¬ 
cally assume that the original 
motives behind the federal su¬ 
per minimum wager or prevail¬ 
ing wage law, were just as noble - 
to help low-income workers, 
poor families and to “give Amer-

A recent Wall Street Journal 
column suggested that the fed¬ 
eral prevailing wage laws re¬ 
mains a principal reason why 
blacks are unemployed at 
twice the rate of whites in the 
construction trade. 

The federal super minimum 
wages imposed by the Davis- 
Bacon Act did the job they 
were intended to do: keep the 
low-wage, unskilled laborer 
out of the work force. What¬ 
ever the professed motives of 
advocates, an increase in the 
current minimum wage will 
have the same result.

years. Mr. Colleran knows that 
even now their high priced 
lawyers are fighting the EPA 
over whether the #3 burner, 
which has been shut down 
since 1982, should be consid¬ 
ered a “new source” or an “ex¬ 
isting source” which would 
have less stringent pollution 
emissions and reporting re¬ 
quirements. 

Since the contracts are al¬ 
ready signed, the city councils 
of the five communities are not 
too willing to listen. Our only 


choice now is for our coalition 
of environmental and church 
groups to take our message to 
the people. We will continue lo 


go door to door to hand out fact 
sheets and gather signatures 
for a petition which we plan to 
present at a public hearing 


which could be scheduled this 
spring.

Bills seek to close well loophole 


State Representative Greg 
Pitoniak (D-Taylor) and Sen. 
Loren Bennett (R-Canton), 
chair of the Senate Natural 
Resources and Environmental 
Affairs Committee said that 
their legislation to signifi¬ 
cantly change the Michigan 
Natural Resources and Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Act 
(NREPA) regarding the state 
permitting process for multi 
source commercial hazardous 
waste disposal wells has pas¬ 
sed both the House and Senate 
and today was signed into law 
by the Governor. 

“I am very pleased that this 
legislation won the support of 


my colleagues, and that they 
recognized the need for Michi¬ 
gan to strengthen our environ¬ 
mental laws regarding these 
disposal wells,” Rep. Pitoniak 
said. “This will help protect 
Michigan communities, and es¬ 
pecially our community, where 
Michigan’s first ever commer¬ 
cial hazardous waste disposal 
well is being proposed.” 

“This legislation was 
needed to close a loophole in 
the law that allowed deep in¬ 
jection disposal wells to go vir¬ 
tually unregulated,’’ Sen. 
Bennett said. “After a lot of 
work with state and local offi¬ 
cials, we have become success- 


ful in putting tighter 
regulations on the permitting 
of these wells.” 

The legislation will require 
that these wells maintain an 
on-site treatment and storage 
facility. It also changes the reg¬ 
ulation requirements for deep 
injection wells, currently regu¬ 
lated under the mineral wells 
section of Michigan environ¬ 
mental law. The mineral wells 
laws primarily deal with oil 
and gas wells, and do not ad¬ 
dress the environmental im¬ 
pact concerns of injection 
wells. 

The legislation also would 


require that proposed wells be 
subject to the licensing re¬ 
quirements under NREPA, in¬ 
cluding a background check of 
the applicant, an environmen¬ 
tal assessment, an engineering 
plan, procedures for closure 
and post closure monitoring, 
an environmental failure as¬ 
sessment, bonding require¬ 
ments to cover the cost of 
closing the well and mainte¬ 
nance and monitoring of the 
well for 30 years after it is 
closed, and a comprehensive 
environmental review by the 
site review board of the De¬ 
partment of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ). 


Hospital sued over death of child, 2 


Children’s Hospital, which she has sued for 
malpractice, is disputing the charges.

A month of Jayme Castle’s 
short sad life was unneces¬ 
sarily turned into a nightmare 
for the ailing child and his 
family. 

On a freezing November 
night, state social workers took 
the suffering 2-year-old away 
from his parents in a squad car 
and denied Shannon and Jerry 
Castle custody of their son for 
a month. During that month, 
Jayme, who suffered from a 
deadly liver tumor, was re¬ 
moved from his parents’ care. 

In its place, Jayme received 
institutional care at Children’s 
Hospital of Michigan. Care 
that included repeated blood 
tests, chemotherapy, CAT 
scans, chest x-rays, liver biop¬ 
sies, toxic drugs, and inser¬ 
tions of catheters. He was 
pricked and probed and sub¬ 
jected to intense lights. 

According to his mother, po¬ 
tential side effects of the drugs 
he was compelled to take 
against his parents wishes in¬ 
cluded liver damage, leuke¬ 
mia, brain damage, and heart 
failure. 

Jayme was snatched and the 


harsh treatment mandated be¬ 
cause the Castles, at first, re¬ 
fused to consent to the 
treatment, despite hospital 
staff doctors’ claims that the 
treatments could save Jayme’s 
life. 

Eventually Shannon Castle 
signed a consent form, but she 
says she did so under duress. 
She said she had to sign to see 
Jayme. 

“They told us that Jayme 
stood a 67-percent chance of 
survival if he were treated 
with the toxic chemicals,” said 
Shannon, who lives in Plym¬ 
outh. 

Having seen the tumor and 
consulted with other doctors, 
Shannon and Jerry sought al¬ 
ternative treatments, includ¬ 
ing organic foods, natural 
health care, and experimental 
medicine from Mexico. 

However, Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Social Services has the 


power to remove children and 
is immune from lawsuits, even 
when they take a child by mis¬ 
take, as long as it acted in good 
faith. 

As it turned out, when the 
Castle’s fought for the return of 
Jayme, who ultimately ended 
up in foster care, the hospital 
admitted that Jayme had only 
a 10 percent chance of recover¬ 
ing. 

Unfortunately, by then the 
damage was done. Not only 
was Jayme taken away and 
subjected to the medical or¬ 
deal, the Castle’s front door 
had been kicked in by raiding 
police and social workers, 
Jayme’s brother 7-year-old 
brother Jeremy developed a 
deep suspicion of doctors and 
police, and the Castle’s were 
sucked dry by legal bills. 

“They hospital did it be¬ 
cause it gets paid to do chemo¬ 
therapy research on children. 


It’s like children are guinea 
pigs for their research,” Castle 
alleged. 

Children’s Hospital, which 
she has sued for malpractice, 
is disputing the charges, which 
are before Wayne County Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Roland Olzrk. 

Olzrk has thrown out Cas¬ 
tle’s suit against the Michigan 
Department of Social Services 
because of MDSS’s immunity. 

So far Castle’s lawyer Jean 
Hanson has been unable to 
prove that Children’s Hospital 
should have know that Jayme’s 
malady was incurable be¬ 
cause, she says, she has not 
been able to subpoena rele¬ 
vant hospital records. 

The tumor claimed Jayme’s 
life on Feb. 26,1994. Since then 
Castle has been fighting 
against the immunity law that 
gives MDSS almost absolute 
power over children. 

“I want people to know what 
they’re up against,” she said. 
“Families and children have 
no rights. The state has tre¬ 
mendous power over you. They 
can kick your down and de¬ 
prive a child of its parents. In 
Michigan, families are only 
one phone call away from dev¬ 
astation.”

The five member board 
meets one day each month to 
review a representative sam¬ 
ple of cases of children who 
have been removed from their 
homes and placed in foster 
care due to abuse or neglect 
At these reviews, board mem¬ 
bers interview parents, foster 
parents, caseworkers, attor¬ 
neys, and other interested par¬ 
ties who may be involved in 
planning for the ward. Advi¬ 
sory recommendations are for¬ 
mulated and mailed to the 
court, child welfare agency, 
prosecuting attorney, parents, 
and other interested parties. 
The purpose of the review is to 
insure that all agencies, in¬ 
cluding the court, have estab¬ 
lished a plan for the ward and 
progress is being made toward 
achieving permanency. 

The Foster Care Review 
Boards are comprised of citi¬ 
zens who reflect a broad cross 
section of their communities. 
Minorities and men are espe¬ 
cially encouraged to apply. 
The Program is seeking volun¬ 
teers who have demonstrated 
leadership in other settings.

Cruise ships safe 


The final report of a U.S. 
Coast Guard task force on 
jsruise ship safety recommends 
crew training and communica¬ 
tions improvements, partic¬ 
ularly on vessels employing 
multinational crews. 

Additionally, contingency 
planning and exercises per¬ 
formed in partnership with in- 
ustry, emergency responders 
nd other associated port 
encies should receive 
greater emphasis. 

[ The findings of the task 
force were announced by 
Coast Guard Vice Comman¬ 
dant Vice Admiral Gene Henn, 
during a noontime address be¬ 
fore the Seatrade Cruise Ship¬ 
ping Convention in Miami. 

The report states that over 
the past ten years, not one pas¬ 
senger death due to a vessel 
casualty has been reported on 
passenger vessels operating 
from U.S. ports. Of reported in¬ 
juries, nearly all were minor 
jn nature. The task force con¬ 
cluded that there was no evi¬ 
dence of trends or heightened 
risks associated with oceango¬ 
ing cruise ships from U.S. 
ports. It is the opinion of the 
task force that the cruise ship 
industry is a safe industry. 

The task force was commis¬ 
sioned by Rear Admiral James 
C. Card, Chief of the Coast 
Guard’s Marine Safety and En¬ 
vironmental Protection Direc¬ 
torate, in response to several 
cruise vessel casualties this 
past summer. Although there

If someone asked all the 
bird watchers in America to 
stand up, some 65 to 70 million 
people would get to their feet. 

“Next to gardening, bird 
watching is the largest leisure 
activity in the country, It’s big 
and growing,” said Donald 
Stokes who co-authored Stokes 
Field Guide to Birds with his 
wife, Lillian. 

Some $2 billion annually is 
spent on bird feed and an ad¬ 
ditional $1 billion per year is 
spent on feeders, binoculars 
and field guides. 

“No longer is the typical 
bird watcher a little old lady in 
tennis shoes,” said Lillian 
Stokes. “It’s an activity for all 
ages. 

“A lot of Baby Boomers get 
interested in bird watching af¬ 
ter their knees give out from 
jogging. Bird watching is relax¬ 
ing, fun, exciting, challenging 
and it brings one closer to 
nature.” 

It took the couple three 
years of intensive work and a 
long background of studying 
birds to complete their field 
guide. 

“We wanted to make it user 
friendly. It’s the first bird book

that has color tab access,” she 
said. 

The tab index is color coor¬ 
dinated to make the finding of 
birds easy. Gull-like birds are 
listed under a gray code and 
finches are described in a yel¬ 
low section, for example. 

“The color photography is 
beautiful,” Lillian Stokes said, 
“and, all of the birds are listed 
in an easy-to-find order. We 
have five pages of common 
‘backyard’ birds, which are 95 
percent of the birds that peo¬ 


ple normally encounter.” 

Along with a description of 
each bird’s identifying mark¬ 
ings, feeding habits, nesting 
and behaviors is a map of their 
habitats, a description of their 
voices and a conservation com¬ 
ment - endangered, declining, 
increasing or in jeopardy. 

Both Donald and Lillian 
were introduced to bird watch¬ 
ing by their parents. They met 
when Lillian signed up for a 
class in bird behavior which 
was taught by Donald. 


“Both of us love birds, and 
we’ve been writing about them 
ever since,” said Donald. 
“When you finish a book, 
you’re out of a job so you have 
to look for something else to 
write about.” 

Lillian’s favorite birds are 
the raptors, particularly 
hawks, while Donald favors 
ravens. 

The Stokes’ have divided 
their field guides into two 
books, one for the Eastern re¬ 
gion and another for the West¬ 
ern region. The books are 
published by Little, Brown 
and Company at $16.95 each 
and are available at local 
bookstores. 

Novices will find the book 
easy to use and informative 
and more advanced bird 
watchers will treasure it as an 
indispensable tool to increase 
their knowledge of wildlife. 

Also available by the same 
authors are A guide to Bird Be¬ 
havior, Volume 11 and 111, A 
Guide to Enjoying Wildflowers, 
A guide to Animal Tracking and 
Behavior plus several backyard 
nature books on bird feeders, 
bluebirds and wildflowers. Do¬ 
nald Stokes is the author of A 
Guide to Bird Behavior I, A 
Guide to Observing Insect Lives 
and A Guide to Nature in Winter. 


‘Love doctor’ prescribes tips on how to be irresistible

Bradley tells us that if you 
want to meet someone, you’ve 
got to make “a move.”

Bradley reveals the answers 
to these questions and more in 
her new book and in her flirt¬ 
ing seminars.

Bennett announces more funds for higher education 


Michigan’s universities and 
community colleges will be 
getting more money this year 
as the result of a state budget 
surplus, announced Senator 
Loren Bennett (R-Canton 
Township). 

The Department of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget declared the 
surplus today, resulting in an 


additional $18,805,186 for 
Michigan’s 15 state univer¬ 
sities. “this is an excellent way 
to spend a surplus; investing in 
our children’s future,’’ Bennett 
said, “this additional money 
should provide the means by 
which our state’s colleges and 
universities can keep their tu¬ 
ition costs down. That is vital 
to continuing affordable edu¬ 


cation for our kids.” 

The university allocation of 
$18,805,186 includes U-M Dear¬ 
born, $250,000, and Wayne 
State University, $3 million. 

Michigan community col¬ 
leges are receiving an addi¬ 
tional $3,847,914 and allocation 
of those funds includes Henry 
Ford Community College, 


$276,759; Schoolcraft Commu¬ 
nity College, $147,844, and 
Wayne County Community Col 
lege, $235,233. 

The Higher Education and 
Community College budget for 
fiscal year 1995 called for the 
surplus to go toward higher ed¬ 
ucation. There are no restric¬ 
tions or requirements on how 
the funds may be used by the 


various institutions. 

“No state department has 
over-spent its budget in the 
last three years,” Bennett said. 
“I’m proud to be a part of this 
team that is working to stretch 
the taxpayers’ dollars just as 
we would our own. This is 
what down-sizing government 
and providing accountability 
can do.” 


Push continues for middle class income tax relief 


House Democratic Leader 
Curtis Hertel of Detroit an¬ 
nounced continued efforts by 
House Democrats to provide 
income tax relief to middle 
class families throughout 
Michigan. 

“Real tax relief is allowing 
middle class families to keep 
more of what they earn, and 


making necessities, like caring 
for your family, more tax 
friendly,” Hertel said. 

House Democrats are spon¬ 
soring proposals to: 

• Increase the personal ex¬ 
emption from $2,500 to $4,000. 

• Provide a $500 tax credit 
for child care expenses. 

• Increase the college tu¬ 


ition tax credit from $250 to 
$500. 

• Create a new tax credit for 
families caring for elderly rel¬ 
atives at home. 

These proposals were first 
introduced by House Demo¬ 
crats in the beginning of 1995, 
but have been blocked contin¬ 
uously by the House Republi¬ 


can majority. 

“Tax cuts can be targeted to 
address the real needs of mid¬ 
dle class Emilies,” Hertel 
said. 

“Increa •> 7 the personal ex¬ 
emption pu^. re money into 
the pockets of middle class 
families to spend on necessi¬ 
ties, plain and simple,” said 


Rep. Michael Griffin (D- 
Jackson). 

“Families who care for el¬ 
derly parents or grandparents 
in their homes deserve help in 
meeting the costs of an addi¬ 
tional family member,” said 
Rep.

The National Advisory 
Council for School-to-Work Op¬ 
portunities held its mobiliza¬ 
tion meeting last month in 
Washington, D.C. and Wayne 
County Commission Vice Chair 
Kay Beard was at the table to 
ensure Wayne County’s voice 
was heard “loud and clear.” 

Vice Chair Beard serves on 
the 44 member National Advi¬ 
sory Council for School-to- 
Work Opportunities estab 
lished in the fall of 1995 by 
Secretaries Robert B. Reich 
and Richard W. Riley to advise 
the Departments of Labor and 
Education on implementation 
of the School-to- Work Oppor¬ 
tunities Act. The Council mem¬ 
bership is representative of 
the wide range of stakeholders 
in the school-to-work commu¬ 
nity. Council members repre¬ 
sent the following categories: 
educators, employers, labor, 
community groups, the general 
public, students, parents, State 
officials and local officials. 
The Council mirrors at the na¬ 
tional level the necessary local 
partnerships being created 
across the country. 

Vice Chair Beard is the only 
representative from county 
government and the only Mich¬ 
igan person on the Council. 
“Following my appointment I 
pondered what to bring to tire 
table, then decided to try to 
bring a perspective from 
county government, a govern¬ 
mental unit that needs to be 
included in any local School-

to-Work program,” said Vice 
Chair Beard. 

The purpose of the two-day 
meeting held March 28-29 was 
to clarify a vision for the na¬ 
tional School-to-Work Oppor¬ 
tunities program, lay the 
groundwork for members of 
the National Advisory Council 
for School-to- Work Oppor¬ 
tunities to become an effective 
working group and develop 
first action steps and identify 
roles and responsibilities for 
the members of the National 
Advisory Council for the next 
year in subcommittees. 

Vice Chair Beard is a mem¬ 
ber of the subcommittee 
charged with developing a 
Strategic Marketing Plan for 
the School-to-Work program, of 
which a major component is a 
PBS special on the School-to- 
Work transition movement.

The goal of the School to 
Work Act is to create learning 
systems throughout the coun¬ 
try to help all students master 
the academic and technical 
skills they need in their cho¬ 
sen careers. These new sys¬ 
tems bring together parents 
and other leaders from busi¬ 
ness, labor, communities and 
schools to implement the three 
core components of School-to- 
Work: School based learning, 
work-based learning and con 
necting activities. 

The Advisory Council will 
meet twice a year to advise the 
Secretaries.

Trust dollars‘safe’ 


A legislative committee’s 
decision to withdraw a pro¬ 
posal to pay for pollution 
cleanup with Natural Re¬ 
sources Trust Fund dollars 
was hailed by the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs 
CMUCC). 

Richard L. Jameson, MUCC 
executive director, com 
mended the Senate Committee 
on Economic Development, In 
temational Trade, and Regula 
tory Affairs, and its chairman. 
Senator Bill Schuette, R-Mid- 
land, for backing off from a 
Senate resolution that would 
have asked voters to approve 
using $25 million from the 
trust fund every year for haz¬ 
ardous waste cleanup. 

MUCC conceived the idea 
for the trust fund, which uses 
royalties and lease fees from 
gas, oil, and mineral produc¬ 
tion on state-owned land to 
purchase land for recreation 
or protection and develop¬ 
ment of public recreation 
facilities. 

“The committee’s decision 
not to tap the trust fund for 
purposes for which it was not 
intended comes at a very ap¬ 
propriate time,” Jameson said, 
“since this week marks the an¬ 
niversary of the fund.”

Since it was established, the 
fund has been responsible for 
the purchase of over 136,000 
acres of land for the public 
and over 900 recreation pro¬ 
jects across the state, 600 in lo- 
cal communities, such as 
riverwalks, ballparks, camp¬ 
grounds, picnic areas, and nat¬ 
ural trails, including the 
recent approval by the trust 
fund board of the Detroit riv¬ 
erfront projects. 

“We are supportive of Sen. 
Schuette’s attempt to find 
other funding sources for haz¬ 
ardous waste cleanup,” Jam¬ 
eson said. “The trust fund has 
greatly increased our public 
lands and recreation oppor¬ 
tunities in Michigan for the 
past 20years and will continue 
to do so well into the future.”
